These were officered by Europeans, and -the

in their sides, until beven of tho well-fought 
gun-boats sunk, with tlie dragon Hag still 
Hying. The remainder were cuptureil ior 
want of unwounded men to serve the guns. 
The French lleet now moved up tho river 
and took n jiositlon opposite the gieat 
. . n a l of Foo Chow. Its Hanking forts and 
batteries replied at lirst with line spirit, but 
the French shells were dropping beyond 
them, in the arsenal itself. A tver.iendous 
explosion that shook tlie earth showed that 
a French shell had fallen into the powder- 
magazine. From that moment tlie Chincae 
firing ceased. For three hours the French 
guns poured a storm of shell upon the ar- 
senal, which was on fire iu several places. 


The signal to cease firing was at length 


given, a:id it was seen that the place was 
utterly destroyed. Towaul nightfall several 
detachments of sailors and marines l,.mled 
without opposition.
